The bill creates » Civil Service Com- 
mission, composed ot three cllixens to 
be appointed by the Governor, who 
will have the power to hold examina- 
tions, remove front olrtce for Iticom- 
pei>?ncy and hold 
Investigations 
re- 


garding the efficiency antl number of 
employes In any department under the 
service. The bill puts all counties ot 
more than 250,000 persons under the 
service and makes It optional with 
other counties and cities of the third 
class.

The proposed Humes law provides 


that judges whom by reason of disa- 
bility have not performed their duties 
for one year the Governor nhnlt ap- 
point a commission consisting of three 
shilled and disinterested physicians 
from different counties of the State to 
examine the judge and It the commis- 
sion report him permanently incapac- 
itated to perform Ills duties, the Gov- 
ernor shall notify the judge ami If ho 
resigns within 30 days ot tho notice, 
he shall receive one-half salary for 
the rest of his term,

urer to collect all the city, county, 
tchoot and poor luxe* In cities of tho 
Ehlrd class has been presented in tho 
Senate by Senator E. JK.

The City Treasurer Is empowered to

MOUNT PLEASANT, Jan. 29.— 


Blown into the air when a stick of 
dynamite beneath a stump had ex- 
ploded, Albart Kinney, colored, 
53 


years old, was instantly killed yostor-

Kinney was 


attempting to light the fuse a second 
time, thinking his 
first 
effort 
had 


failed. 


Tho man was hurled a dosen feet 


In tho air, hi lull rig on his head and 
shoulders. 
Death was instantaneous. 


Kinney and Joseph By era, 
son of 


tho man owning tho farm, were blast- 
ing stumps. They woro touching oft 
tho 
fuses 
from 
sticks which they 


lighted from a nearby nru. 


The man had placed the dynamite 


beneath a nLumi> and sot oft the fuse. 
Thinking ho had failed to ignite tho 
explosive, ha returned a second time 
with his lighted Htiek. 
As he again 


attempted to apply the burning brand 
ha held, tho dynamite let go.

Chairman Hetzel Declares

More police for Connollsvllle will bo 
the proposition for discussion by the 
Police Committee bcCoro Council's first 
February session, according to Chair- 
man E. U. Hetzel this morning.

"ilwc of. the police force and said that 
all pofj-wlblo effort to again have nine 
policemen or more will be made.

vlllo's too big for to few. Too much 
Is asked of the men. Four policemen 
on the East Side for both day and 
night and only two on the West Side 
are not enough. Something will have 
to bo done.

cumins' In. Claims that we don't have 
enough protection have been made. If 
more policemen aio demanded, the 
borough will have to put them on.

The police force was cut down, in 


fixe last rail with the resignation of 
"William Stoner and Prank Baxter. No
